To The Sentinel: 
Aside from the 


policy of granting 
municipal sub- 


sidies to 
railroads, 
the question 


whether Wayne township should 
vote a donation to aid in the con- 
struction of the Fort Wayne and But* 
ler road is purely a business proposi- 
tion. If it will benefit the city of 
Fort Wayne either presently or in the 
not remote future to the amount of 
the subsidy asked, it appeals to the 
favorable consideration of our citi- 
zens. 


The correspondence published 
in 


the' Business Guide clearly 
shows 


where the'Wftbaah company stands, 
It declines to obligate itself to make 
this city a division terminal. It de* 
clines to obligate itself to perma- 
nently retain its present shops here, 
and there is nothing in the terms of 
the donation 
tKat oblige it to do 


either. 


If, however, the donation is accept- 


ed, it will give this city -another and 


A very short line to Detroit, with the 
shops now here to be retained for the 
present and a fair prospect of en- 
largement. 


I think there will be small prospect 


of this city becoming a division ter- 
minal. 
The present tendency is to 


lengthen, instead of shortening, the 
length of divisions. 
As the 
road 


beds are improved and faster time 
made it is in the interest of economy 
to do so. 
Both the Pennsylvania 


and the Lake Shore are lengthening 
their divisions. 


The distance from Detroit to Peru 


via the Eel Kiver is now 196 miles. 
Calling the distance between Butler 
and Fort Wayne twenty-eight miles, 
the distance from Detroit to Peru via 
Butler and Fort Wayne is 198 miles, 
a difference of only two miles, which 
will be more than made up by the 
lighter grades. It will thus be seen 
that with the present terminal ac- 
commodations at Peru there will be 
small prospect of shortening the di- 
vision. But Mr, Bamsey says that 
now the repairs on the engines of the 
Chicago and Detroit division are 
done here, and that the engines are 
taken from Montpelier to Peru tand 
then here, a distance of 155 miles.

the efficient enforcement of the tax 
imposed upon legacies and distribu-
